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XIV.— WAGES. 


No. 34—State Basic Wage. 

Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 

The first decision of the Court tookeffect on the lst J: uly, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s.0d. 
for males and £2 5s. 1ld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the Ist J uly, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s. Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 Is. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the Ist J uly, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926, which remained unaltered until Ist J: uly, 1929.

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 36.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Australia 
during the year 1941, and the months of January, February and March, 1942. 


YEAR 1941. 

The outstanding feature of the weather in 1941 was a return to normal seasonal conditions: 
after several successive years of disastrous droughts which affected the greater portion of the 
pastoral and the agricultural districts. 

The contrast between 1941 and 1940 is, perhaps, shown most graphically, so far as the agri- 
cultural districts are concerned, by a comparison of the wheat yield in these two years. In the 
1940-41 season, this yield amounted to only 21,060,000 bushels, while in the 1941-42 season the 
yield was 38,000,000 bushels. In the pastoral districts the difference in production was not so 
marked, because of the very serious depletion of stock over large areas, but the measure of recovery 
due to the better rainfall was, nevertheless, considerable, despite the fact that the whole of the 
pastoral areas, except the Eucla and the North-Eastern Divisions, showed deficits which ranged 
from negligible amounts in the East Gascoyne to 38 per cent. in the North Kimberley. Despite 
the excellent results of the season, the rainfall figures in the agricultural districts also were not 
in themselves very impressive ; but the principal departure from normal was a shortage of 11 
per cent. in the South Central Division, which at the end of the year was still experiencing an 
appreciable shortage in water supplies—this being almost the only detrimental feature of an 
excellent year in the agricultural districts. 

At individual stations, the principal rainfall registrations in the various districts were as.

Perth received rainfall on 122 days, and the total fall in the city was 3,474 points. The 


lightest rainfall was received in the vicinity of Onslow, Winning Pool, and Peak Hill, these stations. 
registering less than six inches for the year. 


The principal departure from normal rainfall was reported from Wyndham, where the regis- 
tration of 1,612 points was 902 points below normal. The year commenced somewhat in- 
auspiciously with substantial rainfall shortages in every division during January and February, 
and in the tropics the failure of the seasonal rains caused considerable concern. During this 
period, abnormal heat prevailed in the tropics. On January 18th, Port Hedland registered its 
record high temperature of 117 degrees. At Marble Bar, a series of days with temperatures of 
100 degrees or more had commenced on October 15th, and lasted for 135 days, February 26th

In the south, the first two months of the year were marked by some severe electrical storms. 
On 9th January Corrigin experienced a severe hailstorm, and in parts, hailstones were piled to a 
depth of 18 inches. Storms also caused some damage in the metropolitan area on January 15th 
and on February 25th. A severe wind storm caused considerable damage at Coolgardie on Feb- 
ruary 27th. 


The tropical rainstorm system developed new energy in March, and on the second day of 
that month a “ willy-willy ” crossed the coast-line north of Port Hedland, causing appreciable 
damage between Port Hedland and Marble Bar, particularly on pastoral properties. Attendant. 
torrential rains caused the De Grey River to flood to a width of 30 miles at one section, and tele- 
graphic interruption north of Port Hedland and Marble Bar continued for many days. 
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In the Kimberley Division, unseasonably heavy rains occurred in May and June, and winter 
rains were experienced in the De Grey and Fortescue districts in July and August. 


In the southern half of the State the wheatgrowing season opened auspiciously in April, with 
remarkably good rains from the Gascoyne southwards. A temporary rain shortage in May was 
followed by good rains in June, attended by stormy conditions on the South-West coast, the wind 
reaching 63 miles per hour in Perth on June 15th. Rainfall in July and August, though some- 
what light in the agricultural districts, was adequate ; and the West Gascoyne received some 
splendid falls which benefited greatly the banana industry at Carnarvon and assured irrigation 
water supplies for another eighteen months. In August there were further severe storms on the 
South-West coast and on August 31st the wind velocity in Perth reached 77 miles per hour. 


Good rains in September in the South-West of the State placed seasonable prospects almost 
beyond doubt. These rains were accompanied by some severe local storm conditions, which 
caused considerable damage at Collie on September 4th. In Perth the rainfall of 169 points on 
September 14th was the third heaviest rainfall ever recorded in the city in any September on 
record. The far south experienced unusually cold conditions, and light falls of snow occurred 
in the Mt. Barker and Porongorup districts. 


In the following month the tendency to severe local storms, a feature of the year’s weather, 
was again manifested in some cloud-bursts, which caused washaways between Cunderdin and 
Tammin on October 23rd. Flooding and railway washaways also interrupted railway traffic 
between Perth and Coolgardie. Exceptionally heavy falls of hail attended the cloud-bursts, and 
in one section between Cunderdin and Tammin the hailstones accumulated in a solid block of 
ice 160 yards long and, in some places three feet thick. 


December weather also was marked by some still further severe hail storms which caused 
damage, more particularly in the Goomalling and Miling districts. 


Despite the storm damage in small areas however, the year ended with seasonal conditions 
highly satisfactory throughout the South-Western and Gascoyne Divisions and greatly improved 
in a large portion of the pastoral areas also. 


The following is a summary of the weather in each month of the year :— 


January.—The month’s rainfall was deficient in all divisions, high barometric pressure forma- 
tions obstructing the southward penetration of tropical depressions ; also the northern depressions 
lacked their normal seasonal intensity. Rainless conditions were experienced almost generally 
in the Gascoyne, the eastern sub-tropics from the trans-Australian railway northwards; also 
over a large portion of the agricultural districts and the South-West coast. 

The dry weather in the agricultural districts facilitated harvesting operations. In the tropics 
the dry season was attended by some exceptionally high temperatures which included 117 degrees 
at Port Hedland on the 18th. 


February.—The rainfall was again below normal in every division of the State, the principal 
shortages being recorded in the tropics (except the Fortescue) and on the Central and South coasts. 
The tropical depressions however, showed a marked revival of energy towards the end of the 
month and were attended by widespread thunderstorms which yielded more than the normal 
February rainfall in parts of the De Grey, Fortescue, and East Gascoyne Divisions, and in limited 
areas in the northern agricultural districts. Temperatures remained mostly above normal, par- 
ticularly in the tropics. At Marble Bar a sequence of 135 days with temperatures of 100 degrees 
or more, ended on the 27th. An effect of the drought year in the wheatbelt was indicated 
by the final wheat yield figures of 21,060,000 bushels. 


In a large portion of the South-West of the State, pasturage was scarce and dry, and water 
supplies low. 


March.—The seasonal trend in the tropics further improved, the month’s rainfall exceeding 
the normal in all districts except the Fortescue. A fairly intense “‘ willy-willy ” was experienced 
in the De Grey, and great floods occurred on the De Grey River. The Gascoyne and the districts 
south from the tropic experienced another rainfall shortage, except as regards the south coast, 
where heavy rains occurred on the seaboard from Cape Leeuwin to Esperance. The principal 
weather types consisted of southward extensions of tropical depressions, and even the rains in 
the far south were derived largely from a tropical depression. Temperatures in the earlier part 
of the month were mostly above normal, but except in the West Gascoyne, were below normal 
in the second half of the month. 


The condition of pastures and of water supplies remained unsatisfactory over a large portion 
of the settled areas of the State. 


April._—The wheatgrowing season opened auspiciously with good rains almost generally in the 
agricultural districts, but parts of the central east and south-east wheatbelt received Jess than 
usual. The Murchison, the Northern Coolgardie Goldfields and most of the Eucla and Gascoyne 
Divisions also fared well but, except near Derby, the rains north from the Gascoyne were below 
normal. Temperatures showed but little departure from the normal. 


May.—The month’s rainfall was distributed much more irregularly than is usual. Unseason- 
ably heavy falls occurred in the Kimberley Division, and in parts of the Fortescue district. 

Further south surpluses and deficits were distributed patchily in all the main divisions. The 
big rains in the north were derived from shallow but persistent tropical depressions operating on the 
north-western edge of large anticyclonic formations.

Seasonal prospects fluctuated, but were favourable in the agricultural districts at the end 
of the month. 


Frosts were frequent and fairly severe in the southern inland districts. 


June.—Further unseasonably heavy rains occurred in a large portion of the Kimberley Di- 
vision. In the agricultural districts and the adjoining coastal belt the falls appreciably exceeded 
the June normals and the seasonal conditions developed most favourably during the month. 


A rainfall shortage was experienced in the eastern sub-tropics and from the Gascoyne to the 
southern section of the Kimberley Division. The principal rainstorms consisted of tropical de- 
pressions which formed on the north-western edge of vast anticyclonic systems and extending 
southwards along the south coast, co-operated with southern depressions centred off the southern 
seaboard. 


July.—The rainfall was slightly below normal over most of the South-West of the State, 
but considerable surpluses were received in the Wiluna and Eucla districts and in the De Grey 
and Fortescue Divisions. Elsewhere rain was limited chiefly to some moderately heavy falls 
in the Gascoyne. There were some very heavy rains in the far South-West and on the central 
coast. 


Temperatures were seasonable except as regards the unusual mildness of night temperatures 
in the South-Western districts. 


August.—Rainless conditions prevailed in the Kimberleys and in portion of the De Grey 
Division. Rains were below normal except in the Fortescue, the Gascoyne, the Northern Cool- 
gardie Goldfields and small areas elsewhere. 

At first rainfall in the agricultural districts showed a continuance and some intensification 
of the previous month’s tendency for lighter falls, and crops on heavy land began to show retarda- 
tion of growth. 


Opportune substantial rains late in the month, however, restored the prospect of an exception- 
ally favourable season. The month’s rainfall was derived mainly from combinations of tropical 
and southern low pressure which developed on the western edge of vast anticyclonic formations 
and extended southwards. Some severe westerly gales were experienced on the South-West coast, 
and in Perth the wind reached a maximum velocity of 77 miles an hour on the morning of 31st 
August. 


September.—Rainless conditions prevailed north from the Gascoyne, and considerable de- 
ficiencies were recorded in the Gascoyne and the North-Eastern Division, while the South-Eastern 
district received slightly less than the normal September rainfall. Good rains, however, occurred 
throughout the agricultural districts and on the adjoining coastal divisions ; the condition of 
crops and pastures generally in the South-Western quarter of the State was exceptionally good. 
Water supplies were abundant. 


October.—The rainfall was below normal over most of the State, but almost the usual falls 
were received in the Central South Division, and fairly substantial surpluses were registered in 
the eastern sub-tropics. The favourable trend of the season was fully maintained in the agricultural 
districts. 


November.—The rainfall was considerably above normal in the western portion of the South- 
Western districts, but an appreciable shortage was recorded in the South Central Division, the 
more eastern sections of the wheatbelt received less rain than usual. In the remaining divisions 
the rainfall was deficient almost generally and particularly in the northern tropics. There was 
some damage by hail and wind storms and some reports of rust in the agricultural districts. Potato 
crops also suffered slight damage by hail. Harvesting made good progress under fairly favourable 
conditions in the northern and central wheatbelt. The first commercial flax crops grown in the 
South-West of the State were satisfactory. 


December.—The rainfall was considerably below normal on the Central and South coasts and 
small deficits were recorded in the West Kimberley, De Grey, and Fortescue districts, but over 
the greater portion of the State, including the agricultural areas, the rainfall was heavier than is 
usual in December. Harvesting suffered some interruptions through bad weather, and there 
was minor damage through wind and hail, and also in parts by some slight lessening in the quality 
of the grain, but these minor disadvantages failed to alter the generally highly favourable seasonal 
conditions.

January.—The outstanding feature of the weather during January was the exceptional nature 
of the rains in almost all districts except the agricultural areas and the adjoining coastal belt, 
the West Gascoyne Division, and two small areas extending respectively from Salmon Gums to 
Esperance in the South-Eastern Division, and from Boolardy to Yuin in the East Gascoyne. 

So far as the pastoral areas are concerned, the rainfall was more general and copious than 
that of any January since 1915, and is in remarkable contrast with that of January, 1941, when 
rainless conditions prevailed almost generally south from the Kimberley Division. The heaviest 
rains were concentrated chiefly in three areas; one extending along the coast from Wyndham 
to Port Hedland, another including most of the De Grey, together with the vicinity of Mundiwindi, 
and the third commencing near Rawlinna and extending eastwards to the vicinity of the South 
Australian border. 


With the possible exception of some of the rains which occurred beyond the reporting stations 
network and caused washaways on the Trans-Australian railway line, the heaviest rains occurred 
in the Tropics, and in parts of the East Gascoyne Division, Port Hedland receiving 2,130 points, 
Wyndham 1,670, Broome 1,359, Mundiwindi 1,230, Ethel Creek 1,188, Anna Plains 1,196, Bonny 
Downs 1,171, La Grange Bay 1,157, Hall’s Creek 1,124, Derby 1,070, and Marble Bar 1,058 points. 


In the eastern sub-tropics the principal totals reported were 828 points at Rawlinna and 791 
points at Wiluna. 


Some northern wheat belt areas nearest to the pastoral divisions received more than their 
normal January rainfall, but in the central and southern agricultural districts and the central 
south-west coast, rains were mostly light, and some places experienced a rainless month. 


The month’s rainstorms were derived from tropical depressions which assumed a closed-curve 
formation similar to that of cyclones but though highly rain-productive they lacked the windstorm 
intensity characteristic of “‘ willy-willys.” However, they followed the most common storm track 
from the Kimberley Division to the vicinity of Port Hedland, where they recurved and passed 
south-eastwards across the East Gascoyne and the South-Eastern Divisions. 


Heavy falls on the upper catchment area of the Gascoyne River caused floods which, on the 31st 
January, inundated portion of the town of Carnarvon. The most widespread flooding, however, 
occurred when an earlier cyclonic disturbance passed across the far south-east of the State and 
caused extensive washaways on the Trans-Australian line about 300 miles east of Kalgoorlie. 


Due to the abnormal persistence of cloudiness and frequent rains, the tropical half of the 
State experienced one of the coolest Januarys on record ; at Marble Bar, for example, maximum 
temperatures were below normal on all except three days of the month. 
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Typical heat wave conditions were limited chiefly to the inland parts of the West Gascoyne, 
and Winning Pool experienced 14 days with temperatures of 105 degrees or more. The highest 
individual temperature readings were 113 degrees at Winning Pool on the 4th and 5th, 112 degrees 
at Winning Pool on the Ist, and at Walebing on the 3rd, and 111 degrees at Onslow on the 3rd, 
and at Winning Pool on the 9th January. 


In Perth temperatures ranged from 104-5 degrees on the 22nd and 102-8 degrees on the 5th 
to 51-6 degrees on the 8th and 53-0 degrees on the 19th January. 


Rainfall in the city occurred on two days and aggregated only 5 points, as compared with 
the January normal of 33 points.

February.—The outstanding feature of the weather in February was the continuance of the 
heavy pastoral rains which had been so marked a feature of the weather of the previous month. 
In February, however, the excessive pastoral rainfall contracted to the Kimberley Division and to 
the East Gascoyne, leaving moderate deficits in the De Grey, Fortescue, and West Gascoyne Divi- 
sions. The eastern sub-tropics, however, experienced another wet month and some serious floods 
with railway washaways occurred on the Trans-Australian railway and in the vicinity of Mt. 
Magnet, Cue, Wiluna, and Yalgoo. Though the West Gascoyne rains averaged only 35 points, 
flood waters from the East Gascoyne Division passed down the Gascoyne River and on, the 10th 
February the river level at Carnarvon reached a height of only two inches lower than the record 
high level of the previous month. 


In marked contrast to the abundant rains in most of the Tropics, the weather in the south- 
western quarters of the State was even drier than usual, deficits ranging from 94 per cent. in the 
North Coastal agricultural districts to 52 per cent. in the South Central Division. This lack of 
rainfall in the agricultural districts was unfortunate in consideration of the need for the replenish- 
ment of water supplies over a large portion of the southern inland sections of the wheat belt. 


Over the various districts as a whole the principal rains were registered in the North Kimberley 
Division, where the amounts averaged 1,444 points. Other very substantial average totals were 
1,001 points in the East Kimberley, 887 points in the West Kimberley Division, and 365 points 
in the Wiluna district. 


At individual stations the principal amounts were 1,678 points at Turkey Creek, 1,444 points 
at Wyndham, 1,373 points at Broome, 946 points at La Grange, and 927 points at Fitzroy Crossing. 


South from the Tropics the principal registrations were 404 points at Meekatharra, 365 points 
at Wiluna, 321 points at Mt. Magnet, 308 points at Coolgardie, 284 points at Boolardy, and 259 
points at Kalgoorlie. 


At most stations temperatures were mostly below normal but the agricultural districts and 
the central coast experienced a minor heat wave from the 10th to the 20th February, the highest 
readings in this area being 100 degrees at Northam on the 12th and 14th. Later a shorter but 
somewhat more intense heat wave occurred on the 23rd and 24th, Kellerberrin registering 102 
degrees, Katanning 100 degrees, and as the heat wave moved eastwards Balladonia recorded 
103 degrees on the 25th. 


In the Tropics Marble Bar recorded temperatures of 100 degrees or more on 15 days only, and 
the highest reading at that station was 111 degrees on the 28th. The longest spell of 
heat wave conditions was reported from Winning Pool, where temperatures of 100 degrees or more 
were recorded on every day from and including the 8th. 
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The extremes of temperature in Perth were 96-0 degrees on the 14th and 56 degrees on the 27th. 


The mean maximum temperature (83 degrees) and the mean minimum temperature (63-4 
degrees) were respectively 0-5 degrees and 0-1 degrees above normal.

March.—A rather sudden change in seasonal conditions was experienced in March, thera in- 
fall in the tropical divisions declining sharply, with the notable exception of the De Grey and Fortes- 
cue, which were visited by a “ willy-willy,” while the rain in the southern half of the State and in 
portion of the Gascoyne was considerably in excess of the normal and represented what is usually 
regarded as an “early season” in the south-west of the State. 


The heaviest rains were derived from a “ willy-willy ” type of disturbance which reached 
the vicinity of the De Grey Division about the 23rd of the month and attained its maximum in- 
tensity in that region in the 24 hours ended on the 25th March, when Port Hedland received 1,005 
points, Bonny Downs 515 points, and Nullagine 500 points. Passing south-eastwards through 
the East Gascoyne and Fortescue, the storm yielded 523 points at Mundiwindi and 438 points at 
Ethel Creek on the 26th. The further south-eastward progress of the storm was marked by wide- 
spread heavy rains on the northern Coolgardie Goldfields on the 26th and 27th, the principal 
individual falls on any one day being 270 points at Doyle’s Well, 260 points at Yundamindera, and 
220 points at Leonora on the 28th. 


In the south-western districts the rains averaged more than 200 points and in the south central 
districts they averaged 277 points and included some fairly heavy totals such as 452 points at 
Kulin, 425 points at Hyden, 422 points at Corrigin, and 401 points at Borden. The heavy rains 
ended a prolonged water shortage which, in the southern agricultural districts, was the principal 
feature which detracted from last year’s otherwise excellent season and which persisted until these 
rains occurred. 


At individual stations in the State as a whole the principal rainfall totals were :—1,205 points 
at Port Hedland, 1,056 points at Mundiwindi, 804 points at Nullagine, 663 points at Toodyay, 
642 points at Ethel Creek, and 639 points at Roy Hill. 


Some wind storm damage occurred in parts of the De Grey, while the “ willy-willy” disturbance 
was passing and heavy inland rains were associated with some flood damage in the Murchison and 
the southern inland districts. 


The rainfall in the southern divisions was derived mainly from a southward extension of 
tropical disturbances which moved along the western seaboard. A feature of these rain storms 
was the remarkable extent, frequency, and persistence of the thunderstorms which attended 
them. In Perth on two occasions lightning was observable at frequent intervals throughout the 
greater part of two nights. The rainfall in the metropolitan area, however, was comparatively 
light, the total amounting to only 181 points as compared with falls of from two to three inches 
in the nearer parts of the agricultural areas and with 663 points recorded at Toodyay. 


Temperatures during the month fluctuated much more than is usually the case, but on the whole 
the preponderance of readings above normal was very marked in the first half of the month, when 
north-easterly winds predominated. The second half of the month was unseasonably cool in almost 
all parts of the State. The lowest temperature registration for the month was 31 degrees at Bridge- 
town on the 27th. The opposite extreme was 109 degrees at Marble Bar on the Ist and 2nd. 
Readings of 100 degrees or more were most numerous at Marble Bar, which recorded “ centuries ”” 
on every day from the 1st to the 15th inclusive, and also on the 21st and 22nd of March. 
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Extreme temperature registrations in Perth were 90.5 degrees on the 11th and 52-4 degrees 
on the 29th March. The mean maximum temperature in the city (78-6 degrees) was 2-8 degrees 
below normal and the mean minimum temperature (60-7 degrees) was 0-5 degrees above.
